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7(b) continued. The amended claims would be rejected with the same grounds of rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as presented in the 
Office action of 12/7/06. That is, figures 17A and 17B of Wallace et al. (6,322,576) disclose a second portion of the vasoocclusive device 
that extends outwardly from a first portion having a substantially cube-shaped orthogonal configuration (including the square coils formed 
by mandrel 700) and comprises a second operable, coiled shape with a plurality of helical loops (formed by mandrels 702 and 704). 
Alternatively, figures 20A-20D of Wallace et al. disclose a vasoocclusive device formed by cube-shaped mandrel 860, where the device 
comprises a plurality of outwardly extending helical loops (850), where the helical loops extend from portions of a strand forming the 
orthogonal first portion. 
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
